But because he used the word 
“none” in the document — a word 
which harmed not the slightest soul 
or interest but only told how under 
a former incognito passport he pro- 
tected his life while aiding the Chi- 
nese people—he was given this un- 
precedently harsh sentence. 

It is. clear that American im- 
perialism, and its Roosevelt gov- 
ernment, have not forgiven Brow- 
der for the great assistance he gave 
to the Chinese workers and for 
helping to lay the basis for that 
proletarian internationalism which 
today finds its expression in the 
great sympathy of Americans for 
democratic China. Neither is this 
lack of forgiveness difficult to un- 
derstand in view of the role of the 
present Roosevelt Administration 
in aiding those traitorous Koumin- 
tang cliques which would split the 
Chinese people’s unity and betray 
them to Japanese imperialism. In 
the light of this, one can view the 
absurdity of all the /technicality” 
arguments as to why Browder was 
given a scandalous four-year pri- 
son term. 

The sentence was based upon two 
counts brought by the “liberal” De- 
partment of Justice, and there were 
two years given for each count, It 
is the custom in such cases to have 
the sentences run conourrently, so 
that the defendant would serve only 
two years, though convicted on both 
counts. But in this case, the Judge 
went out of his way, by having the 
sentences in Browder's case run con- 
secutively, to make sure he got a 
full measure of the White House’ 
calculated revenge. 

Just in the shocking vindictive- 
ness of the capitalist court in the 
Browder case, the American peo- 
ple can smell the red herring which 
is behind the whole matter. More- 
over, the people—although sections 
of them do not yet realize that 
Browder is being sent to prison to 
clear the way for Roosevelt to 
plunge us into total war—still the 
people are outraged at this ter- 
rible sentence.
